THOSE WHITE INDIANS. 


It seems that it is seriously ques- 


tioned whether the- three "white" In- 
dian children from Panama can be ex- 
plained on the ground that they are 
albinos, that is, merely deficient in 
the coloring matter common to nor- 
mal members of their race. Accord- 
ing to report, several scientists aro 
agreed that they uro not albinos—a 
conclusion finding support in 
the 


claim that some four hundred white 
Indians of exactly the same type, ot 
all ages and- both sexes, have been 
seen. Other scientists hold that'it is 
a pathological, not an anthropolog- 
ical question, and that tho children 
aro suffering from an ailment of the 
fikin producing abnormal whiteness. 
It ih said that groups of native whito 
pf-ople 
among dark-skinned 
races 


havo been reported now and then 
Irom Asia, the Pacific islands and 
i-lsev. here, and that in most cases 
they have been discovered in dense 
jiiuglcs where they have lived shaded 
Irom the sun. 


If true, as reported, that the par- 


ents of these children are normal cop- 
per-colored Indians, this would sup- 
port the albino theory. On the other 
hand, it would seem to be an an- 
thropological question if as many as 
lour hundred "white" Indians were 
aeon where these children came from. 
One would think that it is necessary 
to establish the facts beyond question 
before any conclusion securo from 
doubt can bo reached.

Select Your Fruit Carefully. 


Fruit to be canned should be of 


the most choice quality. 
It should 


be ripened to the point where ita 
own natural fruity flavor is highly 
developed, but not so rape that Jt 
becomes soft and shapeless upon 
cooking. It iis poor economy to at- 
tempt to save fruit 011 'the verge of 
spoiling by canning it. The fact that 
decay has already begun to set in

process. 
The syrup should be hot 


when it enters the can. Tomatoes 
may be canned in their own juice. 


Adjust the Rubber and Cover. 
To adjust rubber and cover cor- 


rectly, when using a screw top Jar, 
screw very tightly and then release 
by a turn of about a quarter cf an 
inch to the opposite direction. When 
adjusting a glass top, place the rub-

in fire different cities, shows that only sixty-eight kilowatt hours are required 
to operate the electrical appliances of the average home. 


Records for a period of seven days were made, in each case with the 


consent and cooperation of the householder, to determine the number of ap- 
pliances used, their relative consumption of current, and the amount of elec- 
trical energy required for the given period. 


An average of more than two appliances to the home was found, and 


their use, as measured by the current passaging through the meter, and sepa- 
rated from the current used for lighting, was tabulated as follows:

In.m controversy, out of which a suit 


for payment will grow, are Involved a 
doubtful construction of a treaty made 
In 1886 between the Chtckasaw* and 
the United States government and the 
pride of race exhibited by the Chlcka- 
saws when th«>y declined to adopt 
freedom—negroes 
who 
have 
been 


slaves of the Indians—as members of 
the tribe, a consequence of which Is 
that the Chlckasaws have remained 
singularly free from intermixture with 
the negro race. 


W«r«sL«at« Contract*. 


The leased district. In what Inter 


was 
Oklahoma territory, 
covered 


lands once occupied by the Wichita 
and affiliated tribes. The Chlckasaws 
hold that contracts covering It were 
lease contracts. This was an opinion 
expressed by the Court of Claims 
when the matter first -was appealed. 
The United States Supreme 
court, 


however, held that contracts Involved 
conveyances and that the lands were 
sold.' The area was regarded by the 
government as public domain and sold 
to settlers for many millions of dol- 
lars. 


"Under the treaty of 1S66," says 


Governor Johnston, "the Chlckasaws 
and Croctaws 'ceded' these western 
lands to the United States for certain 
speoiflc purposes. 
These purposes 


were, among other things,»for the set- 
tlement of friendly Indians, for the 
removal of Chickasaw and Choetaw 
freedmen and tlie settlement of such 
members of the tribe as might desire 
to remove thereto. 
The treaty also 


provided for a fund of $300,000, which 
was to be held in trust by the United 
States pending the remo\al or adop- 
tion of the freedmen. It was provid- 
ed that the Chickasaw and Choetaw 
freedmen were to be removed If the 
tribe failed to adopt them within two 
years, In which event the ?800,000 
•was to be used for removal. If the 
tribe adopted such freedmen within 
the time specified, they were to have 
the benefit of the ?300,000. 


,Fre«dmen Never Adopted. 


The 
Chickasaw freedmen never 


were adopted. The tribe never has 
claimed nor has it ever received any 
part of the consideration. 
Whether 


the Choetaw freedmen legally were 
adopted always bus been n question. 


"Certain friendly Indians were set- 


tled on these lands under the pro- 
visions of the treaty. The right of 
Chlckasaws and Choctaws to addi- 
tional compensation for tlie land so 
used has been established by the ac- 
tion of congress In Its direct appro- 
priation of money for the payment of 
the same to the tribes. This money 
was paid out per capita In 1893 and 
is referred to ns the 'leased district' 
payment. 
The lands for which com- 


pensntlon now I? a^kpcl were com- 
prised In tlie samp nren. 


"The Indians hold that they made 


n lease and not n conveyance," says 
Governor Johnston. "Two great courts 
differed. 
The language of the treaty 


was sufficiently uncertain to support 
conflicting opinions of tlie courts."

The first rebellion 
against the 


federal government in 
the United 


States was the "whiskey 
insurrec- 


tion" 
of 
western 
Pennsylvania, 


which had its beginning 133 years 
ago tomorrow when a meeting was 
held in Brownsville, Pa., to protest 
against the imposition of an excise 
tax on spirits distilled from grain. 
This measure had been devised by 
Alexander Hamilton to 
bring rev- 


enue into the treasury of the infant 
republic. 
It provided for a tax -of 


from 9 to 25 cents a gallon, accord- 
ing to the strength of the liquor. 
The farmers 
of western Pennsyl- 


vania were hard hit by the tax. Ow- 
ing to the high cost of transporta- 
tion, they could make a living out of 
grain growing only by 
converting 


the 
product 
o£ their fields into 


liquor. 
Feeling ran high after the 


Brownsville meeting, and one of the 
tax collectors was tarred and feath- 
ered. 
President Washington issued 


a proclamation in which he "earn- 
estly exhorted and admonished" the 
rebellious farmers, but they paid no 
heed to it.

Records 
that have stood for 25 and 30 years 
have been equaled or surpassed, writes 
McLean Kennedy in the Detroit News. 


Tim Keefe's record of winning 10 


consecutive victories in 1888, stood for 
a quarter of H century, but

equaled by Marquard in 1912. Wal- 
ter Johnson hns wiped out more rec- 
ords than any other pitcher and has 
established others that look ns If they 
will survive the pastime.
